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The Expiring Effort 


Unionism in America has gotten itself into a bind. 
It has come into conflict with the federal govern­ 
ment at long last in the strike of the shop craft rail 
unions in this matter of public convenience and neces­ 
sity. 


We have been operating for many years in an at­ 
mosphere of triumphant unionism which has seen the 
organized workers of tlie nation gain more and more 
economic benefits for themselves. 


In the process tliey did the nation an immense 
benefit, because they sliowed tliat the old fears of in­ 
dustry that the sliort work day and high w*ages would 
ruin tlie national economy were idle. Quite the opposite, 
the increasingly affluent workers created Amenca’s 
best market for its increasing industrial products right 
here at home. 


The militancy of labor hastened national affluence 
by its insistence tliat the workers be given a bigger 
share of industrial profits and be made more truly equal 
partner of management and investors.

The evolution of labor’s mifrht worked sucli a force- 
fpl f^'mient in tlie American economy that it r'"^ec^?d 
the national judicial system, our ifinances and tlie 
whole power structure. There was a special deal for 
labor in politics. 


The nation prospered, but trouble developed. Tlie 
economic stimcture changed and became a complex of 
giant corporations. When a few of them were knocked 
out by a strike the whole nation felt it. Tlie integration 
of industry, commerce and transportation became so 
tight that, to naranhrase an old saying: When Chicago 
sneezed New York caught cold. 


Many unions became so strategic to tlie normal 
flow of commerce, transportation or communications 
that when thev stinick, the nation went without autos, 
air senice. TV^ programs or some other vital need. The 
airline mechanics demonstrated the usefulness of a 
national shutdown to get wage demands. Other groups 
have done it too.

Six maintenance unions of the rail brotherhoods 
struck in the weekend. President Johnson had exhausted 
the legal means of deferring or settling the trouble. 
There was nothing more he could do unless Congress 
enacted a new law to deal 'with the crisis. The national 
rail transportation system gi*ound to a halt. With it the 
national economy started to die. Steelmen attending the 
Chicago & North Western’s luncheon in Escanaba Mon­ 
day announcing its big new ore teiminal said that un­ 
less the rail strike were settled at once they would have 
to start closing the steel furnaces this week. 


The strike was very serious a n d also strategic. 
Congress has been caught in a crossfire. The unions 
liave been threatening its membei*s who vote to curtail 
the right to strike. The public (including some union 
men wearing their citizens’ hats) have been threatening 
to get some new congi’essmen unless there is an end to 
the harrassment of frequent national strikes in vital 
seiTices. 


Pi'esfdent Johnson withdrew from effort at leader­ 
ship in the matter. It’s an extremely hot political po­ 
tato. If the public is pleased, the unions are outraged 
and vice versa. 


There seems good reason to believe that the gov­ 
ernment arbitration or other ari*angement coming 
out of Congress’s efforts to prevent national strike 
chaos ma\- be even more hurtful to the economy in the 
long nm tlian the strikes, but they are becoming in­ 
tolerable. In the current strik<» the shon craft unions, 
for instance, have thrown brother operating unions out 
of employment. 


To judge the merit of labor demands by the amount 
of havoc a strike can cause the nation is anarchic and 
Congress reacted by enacting some labor law to 
try to cope with this cancer in our labor relations sy.s- 
tem. The hone that maturing labor-manasrement rela­ 
tions ^yould be able to avert national strikes that in­ 
convenience and injurp millions of persons and cause 
loss of millions of dollai-s to the economy has been 
dying for quite a while snd is about dead. 


For the unions to thieaten Congress: “Don’t you 
dare do it!” was losing its force. The unions haven’t been 
able to control the trouble and the public isn’t going to 
tolerate it. so it gets \et another law, a reerrcttable 
law, even a dangerous law. and one that should worry 
both the unions and the public.
